Our Own Journalism Jesus 

The Orange County Register owner Aaron Kushner takes his savior schtick to MSNBC

I n 2012, Aaron Kushner, a media neo¬ 
phyte and self-described “mission- 
driven entrepreneur,” purchased 
The Orange County Register and touted 
himself as a journalistic Jesus, intent 
not only on sav¬ 
ing a crappy daily 
newspaper, but 
also on dumb¬ 
founding veteran 
American publish¬ 
ers by showing 
how to revive a 
struggling indus¬ 
try considered 
by some experts 
on the brink of 
extinction because 
of the Internet. 

During an era of large-scale downsiz¬ 
ing of newspapers, Kushner’s stated 
counterintuitive model—give readers 
more reporting in larger papers 
to make them want to pay $260 
per year for the product—con¬ 
tinues to delight even cynical 
journalists, many of whom pre¬ 
maturely decided to herald the 
man who came to Santa Ana 
from Boston as an unqual¬ 
ified miracle worker. 

Despite all the 
saccharine 
hype, Kush¬ 
ner’s 15-month 
reign at Grand 
Avenue demon¬ 
strates no point 
greater than that the 
40-year-old businessman 
with a background in hawk¬ 
ing greeting cards is a superb 
salesman whose ignorance of 
journalism only seems to fuel 
his rah-rah enthusiasm. 

Earlier this year. Voice of OC 
reporter Adam Elmahrek uncov¬ 
ered documents showing that 
Kushner had secretly suggested favorable 
news coverage to Anaheim officials in 
exchange for a profit-making business- 
promotion pact. Even a high-school 
reporter knows such an arrangement is a 
horrific, ethical no-no. Kushner, however, 
didn’t profusely apologize or categorize 
his move as a momentary lapse in judg¬ 
ment. He complained the reporter had no 
business snooping into the paper’s confi¬ 
dential deals. 

In mid-August, more news punched 
holes in Kushner’s halo. The paper 
wasn’t meeting its financial goals. Per¬ 
haps worse, eight months earlier, his 
commitment to reporters—a center- 
piece of the revival publicity—suffered a 
blow when he decided to stop matching 
employee 401(k) contributions, accord¬ 
ing to the Los Angeles Times. Individuals, 
including myself, who want the Reg¬ 


ister to succeed began questioning his 
belief that he was being innovative by 
pushing a tired, lame plan to win read¬ 
ers by copying the route used by glossy, 
content-empty, monthly magazines: pub¬ 
lish countless staged, cocktail party-like 
pictures of local residents. 

By Aug. 26, when Kushner visited 
New York City to appear on MSNBC’s 
Morning Joe, he must’ve fretted about 
getting tough questions. As Weekly edi¬ 
tor Gustavo Arellano previously revealed 
in an in-depth profile (“The Pied Piper 
of Print,” Dec. 14, 2012), Kushner abhors 
inquiries that can’t be answered by care¬ 
fully calculated talking points. But it 
was during this six-and-a-half-minute, 
national television broadcast that Kush¬ 
ner’s depictions of himself as the Reg’s 
miracle worker rose to monumental 
heights of absurdity and provided inad¬ 
vertent comedy. 

While, for example, talk¬ 
ing about the importance 
of keeping his readers 
informed about poli¬ 


ty’s corporate and governmental bosses 
who want the newspaper to serve as their 
loyal cheerleader. 

Probably because “building commu¬ 
nity” sounded more like the goal of a 
real-estate developer or a lame govern¬ 
ment bureaucrat or a two-faced politi¬ 
cian, Brzezinski nudged him to be more 
precise. Kushner abandoned the first 
response and took a second stab at an 
answer. This time, he said selling news¬ 
papers is as easy as selling a cup of coffee. 

“If you went into Starbucks, and it was 
a smaller cup with a little less coffee in 
it, would you pay more or less?” Kushner 
explained, an explanation repeated ver¬ 
batim by his business partner, Eric Spitz, 
and Register editor Ken Brusic in numer¬ 
ous other interviews. “You’d pay less. If 
instead ... every week you come in, I give 
you a little bit more coffee in a little big¬ 
ger cup, over time, you’ll pay more for it. 
That’s the simplicity of the [my] model.” 

Like the misguided U.S. military 
policy in Vietnam, the Reghoss is big on 



tics, Kushner showed he, 
the self-appointed king of OC news, is a 
clueless babbler. “We believe that, that, 
urrr, uh, that our congress people that 
are in D.C. are doing things that are really 
important,” he said. “Darrell Issa is from 
Orange County.” 

Obviously, 60 weeks on the job hasn’t 
been long enough for the Reg owner to 
learn which members of Congress actu¬ 
ally live in Orange County. Issa isn’t 
technically one of them. He lives 30 miles 
south of our border in Vista. 

From that gaffe, Kushner turned to giv¬ 
ing mind-numbing sound bites. Success¬ 
fully selling newspapers is really simple, 
he told hosts Joe Scarborough and Mika 
Brzezinski. “We happen to believe that 
building community can, over the long 
run, be profitable,” explained Kushner in 
remarks he likes to give to Orange Coun¬ 


meaningless, infiated or outright fabri¬ 
cated body counts. Scarborough almost 
jumped out of his seat to kiss him when 
he proudly declared he’d “added over 
300 people in the newsroom” in barely 
more than a year. Kushner is no idiot. He 
knows most people will believe his asser¬ 
tion means he added 300 reporters and 
editors, which is, to put it kindly, false. 

Our requests for proof of the hiring 
numbers have been rejected, but veteran 
insiders say Kushner is exaggerating his 
figures by pretending all hires—includ¬ 
ing accountants, ad reps, receptionists, 
bill collectors, designers, clerks, etc.—are 
part of the newsroom. Spitz, second in 
command at the paper, supplied for an 
April story what are more likely accurate 
numbers, suggesting Kushner’s 300 claim 
is off by around 180 to 200 newsroom 


bodies. Nevertheless, month after month, 
the Reg leader continues to erroneously 
sell the infiated number because it fits his 
pa 5 rwall sales pitch. 

Despite the numbers game, Kushner 
does deserve credit for sparking debate 
about improving journalism; relaunch¬ 
ing the paper’s D.C. bureau; strengthen¬ 
ing the already-acclaimed investigative 
Watchdog team; adding a handful of new, 
competent reporters; making Long Beach 
a two-daily-paper city; giving attention to 
high schools; and improving morale. But 
how to test whether he’s consistently giv¬ 
ing readers more, uhh, coffee? 

Let’s compare Registers. 

On the day before Kushner took con¬ 
trol of the paper, it published 12 articles 
in the local news section. I randomly 
grabbed the same section of a paper pub¬ 
lished on the same day of the week after 
he set up the reader’s paywall: July 8. 

How many local articles were stuffed into 
the much-ballyhooed new Reg? 

Drum roll, please. 

The answer is 10, for a 
net of minus two. 

At least on this 
day, Kushner, who 
graduated from 
Stanford in 
1994, violated 
his model. 

You want to 
see a truly 
meaty Reg? Go 
back to any time 
in the ’90s, when 
publishing 20 or 
more articles in the 
Local section was 
the norm. 

There’s also this 
fact: The paper’s 
superstars today- 
journalists such as 
Teri Sforza, Larry 
Welborn, Jim Hinch, 
Jonathan Lansner, 

Martin Wisckol, Tony Saavedra, Frank 
Mickadeit, Jeff Collins, Sean Emery, Pat 
Brennan, Salvador Hernandez and Steve 
Fryer—were all at the paper eons before 
Kushner’s arrival. 

But at MSNBC, facts didn’t get in the 
way with a coronation of the miracle 
maker. Except for Huffington Post 
White House correspondent Sam Stein, 
the hosts and panelists failed to chal¬ 
lenge the Reghoss on a single dubious 
point. Scarborough even hailed his guest 
as “amazing.” 

“Some people would say I’m crazy, but 
no, the reality is that when I put more 
coffee in your coffee cup, you will return,” 
a satisfied, smiling Kushner reiterated. 

“This is amazing!” Scarborough con¬ 
cluded. “This is great news! I love it!”

It is so reassuring hearing a receptionist say 
that. It means someone in America is Doing 
Something, and so much the better it’s Pat Quil- 
ter in his Costa Mesa lab, trying to create a wid¬ 
get that wasn’t there before. Maybe it’s a pro¬ 
totype of his tentatively named Booyaa Bass—a 
tennis racket-sized, battery-powered thing that 
can replace your standup bass at a beach party. 
Maybe he’s trying to bring the Cyclops to life: 
not your cave-dwelling, Greek-chewing variety, 
but a lightweight race car that previously only 
existed as a hoax in the 1950s. 

More likely, he’s fine-tuning his line of 
Quilter Labs guitar amplifiers, which may 
just be Orange County’s most significant 
revolution in sound since Leo Fender 
opened shop in Fullerton more than 60 
years ago. 

There’s plenty of cause to be cyni¬ 
cal about nearly everything these 
days, especially business, with 
its evil, despoiling, outsourcing, 
crap-making, profit-maximizing 
corporations. But this is a story 
about shoving your cynicism 
because it gets in the way of 
seeing that amidst all the 
venality and banality, some 
businesses are still doing 
the stuff that made America 
great: giving birth to innova¬ 
tive things that are of use, 
integrity and value to their 
fellow man; kicking progress 
up the hill a bit; and making 
Old Jim happy in the process. 

Guitar amplifiers are nothing 
new; they go back to the 1930s. 

The current market is ultra-glutted 
with them, in staggering variety and price 
points, made by everyone from huge con¬ 
glomerates with sweatshop Asian factories to 
boutique builders who use wine-tasting terms 
such as “bloom” and “bouquet” to describe 
their pricy wares. 

Practically no one thought there was need or 


room in the world for another 
damned guitar amp, yet Quilter’s 
little, greener, hi-tech products are 
a whole other type of amplification 
that has picky musicians thrilled. 

“I’m usually not that crazy about 
gear, but I am such a dork for this amp,” 
gushes Bob Morris, guitarist with the 
Hush Sound. “Once they get over the 
hump of getting people to believe that 
a solid-state amp can be this good, I 
think Quilter will be the amp company. 
They’re mad scientists.” 

More on “solid-state” later. For now, 
just know that it is one more hurdle 
for Quilter because most guitarists 
are fiercely loyal to amps using anti¬ 
quated vacuum-tube technology. An 
increasing number of former tube 
loyalists and musician’s musicians, 
though, have been switching to 
Quilters, including Los Lobos’ 
David Hidalgo, Allan Hold- 
sworth, Robert Randolph, Deke 
Dickerson, Johnny Winter, 

Matt Hill, Nathan James, Pokey 
LaFarge and Howard Alden, 
which leaves several million 
players yet to snare. 

I t’s only fitting this slow 
sea change is taking place 
where the electric guitar 
and amp first flowered. Before 
Orange County was ever known 
for its action-sports industries, 
reality-TV embarrassments or even 
its theme parks, it was the electric 
guitars and amps birthed in Fullerton 
at Fender Musical Instruments that 
put us on the map. As author Richard 
Smith put it in the title to his defini¬ 
tive Fender history, those instru¬ 
ments were “the sound heard ’round 
the world.”

Traveling in Europe back in the ’70s, 

I got to talking with a Yugoslavian guy— 
“Hey, how do you like living in a com¬ 
munist slave state?” “Screw off, Yankee 
moron”—and like many folks, he’d never 
heard of Orange County. I rattled off 
our more noted city names, all drawing 
a blank until I got to Fullerton. “Fuller¬ 
ton!” he exulted. “Home of Leo Fender! 
Stratocaster! Telecaster!” 

Talk to most people younger than 60 
who grew up behind the Iron Curtain, 
and you’ll know it wasn’t MX missiles 
and Reagan’s rhetoric that brought 
down the wall; it was their generation 
that grew up longing for Levis and the 
sound of a Stratocaster. Products matter! 

Closer to ground zero, a young Pat 
Quilter was aware of the revolution 
Fender’s products facilitated, no more 
palpably than in the early 1960s when 
he heard the Beach Boys and their 
Olympic White Fender guitars and 
blond amps. 

“I was achingly dissatisfied with the 
pabulum that old people were forcing 
on us on the radio, so that new sound 
burst like a bombshell on me,” Quilter 
recalls now. “Suddenly, you had these 
kids making music for kids, with this 
exciting amplified racket, and still¬ 
breaking voices singing in open Cali¬ 
fornia harmonies about the stuff we 


were doing, like surfing, skateboarding 
and cars. This can even happen? That 
sound opened the door to what would 
become the counterculture revolution 
of the late ’60s, where the kids kind of 
took over.” 

Lots of kids bought amps. Quilter 
built one from scratch in his bedroom 
in 1967, a hulking 100-watt bass rig with 
four 12-inch speakers bearing a hand- 
etched logo reading, “A Quilter Sound 
Thing.” Forty-six years later, that amp’s 
still running. 

Quilter was living at home, and home 
was on the El Toro Marine base, where 
his dad, Charles Quilter, was a two-star 
general in charge of the 3rd Marine Air 
Wing. Pop wasn’t home much, since the 
Vietnam War was raging then. (Pat’s 
older brother Charlie was also in Viet¬ 
nam as a fighter pilot. His other older 
brother, Chris, is a writer, who for years 
has co-penned the Lagunatics’ musical- 
parody revue.) 

Pat was born in 1946 in a Navy hos¬ 
pital in Glenview, Illinois. As with a lot 
of military kids, he got used to moving a 
lot. “There’s a whole syndrome to that,” 
he says. “You learn how to be superfi¬ 
cially pleasant enough to make friends 
quickly, since you need to make new 
ones every couple of years. I was your 
classic nerd as a kid, so I got picked on, 
and every time we’d move, it would be 
a clean slate and the possibility things 
would be better.” 


His younger brother and noted surf 
musician Matt recalls, “While the rest 
of us were reading comic books, Pat was 
residing Popular Mechanics and study¬ 
ing the scientific method. He actually 
devised a logical approach to cleaning 
our bedroom, dividing it into quadrants 
to make the work more methodical and 
efficient, while my approach was, ‘How 
do I get out of doing any of this?”’ 

There were innumerable good sides to 
having a nerdy brother. When the little 
78 RPM record player broke, Pat, age 7, 
disassembled and fixed it. When he was 
around 12, he built a working, gravity- 
powered roller coaster in the family’s 
rambling back yard, which produced 
a pleasing “whoopa whoopa whoopa” 
sound as kids plunged into the unknown. 

This was sometime after 1957, when 
General Quilter was first stationed at El 
Toro, and the family lived off-base on a 
sprawling four-lot property in Emerald 
Bay, with a knotty-pine ranch house, swim¬ 
ming pool and kid-swallowing wilderness 
area. It was paradise compared to some of 
the places they had been stationed. 

Pat and Matt attended Mater Dei 
High School in Santa Ana, which in 
those days meant a trip through the 
countryside and bean fields on two-lane 
roads, with only a couple of traffic sig¬ 
nals to slow things down. 

The two did a lot together. “Pat was 
probably the greatest brother ever,” 
Matt says. “My friends and I were just 


a bunch of knuckleheads, but Pat, who 
was three years older, was always there 
for us. He was always the smartest kid 
in the room, and at the time, if you were 
a little different, you got picked on, and 
he really didn’t have friends his own 
age. But he was a hero to us. It seemed 
like he could make or fix anything and 
could always show us better ways of 
doing something.” 

It wasn’t until another military move 
brought the family to Hawaii that Pat 
began feeling comfortable with his 
peers. He enrolled at Punahou Acad¬ 
emy, one of the top prep schools in 
the nation (and where Barry Obama 
attended 15 years later). 

“It was my first school where an 
appreciable segment of the student 
body were willing to admit they were 
studying for college, as opposed to just 
enduring prison for young people,” Pat 
says. “The idea that you could be smart 
and even relish it was an eye-opener 
and allowed me to blossom.” 

He was still a boy apart in many ways. 
While Pat was enjoying the Beach Boys 
and Beatles with one ear, he was busy 
combing thrift shops for 1920s and 1930s 
jazz records, which he’d come to love 
as a kid when he heard the music in old 
cartoons and Laurel and Hardy shorts. 

So, while everyone else, including Matt, 
was taking up the electric guitar, Pat 
hunkered down with a four-string banjo,

Studying Paul Whiteman 78s. 

Physics had been his favorite science 
course, so he picked that as his col¬ 
lege major, “without realizing college 
physics was way more theoretical and 
esoteric than the hands-on stuff I was 
interested in,” he recalls. “I shifted to 
engineering, and it was full of tiresome 
calculations about girder stress and 
so forth. Meanwhile, my aunt found a 
1920s table radio someone was throw¬ 
ing out. I got it going and figured a way 
to play my records through it. Then I 
got interested in making a portable, so I 
studied transistors and batteries on my 
own and made an early boom box.” 

College wasn’t half as interesting as 
he thought it would be, so he dropped 
out. By then, the Quilter family was 
living on the base at El Toro. He and 
his brother had it better than most of 
the teens there. Some had fathers who 
were Great Santini types; it was all “yes, 
sir; no, sir,” and they’d make the kids 
stand at attention as their rooms were 
inspected. 

“I knew a lot of Marine fathers 
who were classic jarheads, very strict, 
and politically and philosophically 
rigid,” Pat says. ’’While my father was 
a staunch Catholic and thoughtfully 
conservative, he was always willing to 
listen to us. I’m sure we were some¬ 
thing of a disappointment to him, with 
our derelictions, drug use and all that, 
but he never cut us off like a lot of 
Marine fathers would have, especially 
the higher-ups where their reputations 
might be at stake. All the other guys 
made sure their kids got military crew 
cuts, while we were running around 
with long hair. He occasionally got heat 
for it, but I think he took a secret pride 
in saying, ‘What does it matter if they’re 
not robbing banks?”’ 

While Vietnam caused schisms at a 
lot of dinner tables, the general didn’t 
need his kids to tell him about the 
war. “He was a loyal Marine and ser¬ 
vant of the nation, but I don’t think he 
approved of the war, or certainly the 
conduct of it,” Pat says. “He did his tour. 
When he came back—a broken man is 
maybe too dramatic a term to use, but 
his spirits seemed run down, and he 
retired thereafter.” 

He credits his dad with his steadiness 
and respect for skill. From his mom, 
Liz—better known by the pen name 
Suzie Q, used as a local newspaper col¬ 
umnist for decades—he got “a love of 
music, an interest in culture, a desire to 
have some fun as life goes on. She had 
a real joy of life and liked to laugh; my 
father would just wheeze a little.” 

One 1967 day, the bass player in 
Matt’s rock band complained there was 
no decent amp around for the $250 he 
could afford, so Pat offered to build him 
one. He’d made several 5- and 10-watt 
amps by then, “and I figured I’d just use 
more of everything to make a 100-watt 
one,” he recalls. It wasn’t so simple, 
and by the time he was done, he figures 
he’d made 3 cents per hour on it. The 
result was the approximate shape and 
volume as a hulking Vox Super Beatle, 
which listed for $1,195. Unlike most of 


those Voxes, the $250 Quilter No. 1. is 
still operational and now sits in Quilter 
Labs’ lobby. 

Pat tried attending Cal State Long 
Beach for a while, but come June 1968, 
it was time to get a summer job. The 
previous summer, he’d worked as a 
dishwasher at Laguna Beach’s long- 
gone Gayle Pike’s Steakhouse and 
figured he’d have more fun and money 
building amps. After all, 20 years ear¬ 
lier, just up Harbor Boulevard, Leo 
Fender had started making steel guitars 
and amps in his little radio shop and 
had become a millionaire. 

Pat rented a 20-foot-by-40-foot shop 
on Costa Mesa’s Placentia Avenue, took 
out a license and a DBA under Quilter 
Sound Co., and got down to the business 
of losing money. Some of his amp designs 
blew up. Others had a high infant-mor¬ 
tality rate, conking out on gigs. He had a 
little problem with employees. 

Matt and his buddies were building the 
cabinets while Pat wired up the circuitry. 
It wasn’t exactly a production line. “We’d 
adjourn for lunch, smoke a joint and 
never come back,” Matt says. “We only 
worked part of the summer before Pat 
got wise and hired some real people.” 

Pat eventually took on partners with 
more business acumen, and the com¬ 
pany stayed afloat with investments 
from his mom and brother Charlie. 

Even once those bugs were fixed, he 
knew nothing about marketing. Accord¬ 
ing to Matt, “Pat’s business plan was: 
You make something good and hope 
somebody stops in to buy it.” 

I t was around 1970 that I first met 
Pat. I’d seen his gear on stages, 
including at a mini-rock fest in a cat¬ 
tle field near UC Irvine. Quilter stacks 
brooded over the stage, and cloudy, sus¬ 
pect apple juice was passed around the 
crowd. So of course one had to check 
out his little Costa Mesa workshop, 
smelling of sawdust and solder, before 
heading over to the Groove Company on 
Harbor to buy some psychedelic vinyl. 
My friends and I thought Pat was one of 
the coolest things around. A hippie with 
a business! Making guitar amplifiers! 

One day, I lucked onto a Dan Arm¬ 
strong Plexiglas guitar cheap, but I 
play left-handed and upside-down 
and needed a strap peg drilled in the 
opposite horn. No music store would 
touch the job—“It’ll shatter, kid. You 
can’t drill this stuff.” So I took it to Pat. 
I’d never bought a thing from him and 
didn’t look like I ever could, and guitar 
repair wasn’t his job. But he looked at 
it, pondered the molecular structure 
of Plexiglas for a moment and drilled a 
perfect hole, no charge. 

Pat seemed like one together hippie 
guy to us. He felt otherwise. 

“I was kind of fascinated by the hip¬ 
pie culture,” he says, “but I have low 
blood-sugar levels, so I was never 
the kind of guy who could live on the 
streets. If I miss a meal, I’m useless. I 
admired people who lived rough and 
took things as they came, but the way 
I’m wired, I needed to have structure 
around me and an organized, consistent 
life. I tagged along with that culture, 
but never to the extent I would have 
been in a riot or protest.” 
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I finally managed to buy an amp from 
him, a two-12-inch combo that sounded 
fabulous for a solid-state amp. 

That “for a solid-state amp” proviso 
led to Pat becoming the Rip Van Winkle 
of the guitar-amp biz: When he launched 
Quilter Labs two years ago, it was after 
being absent from the business 
for more than 35 years. 

That’s because Pat had 
backed the wrong sonic horse. 

Guitar amps and most things 
electronic had run on balky, 
fragile, glass vacuum tubes 
since the get-go, until the 
magic little transistor came 
along. This was still the space 
age, when we all assumed new 
shit was better. 

The transistor was small, 
durable and the wave of the 
future in everything, it turned 
out, except in guitar amps. 

Players complained to Pat that 
his transistorized amps didn’t 
sound as good as their old tube 
ones. He wasn’t alone: Fender 
and a lot of other companies 
made soon-to-be-reviled solid- 
state product lines. Some com¬ 
panies failed; some still had 
their tube-powered lines to fall 
back on. 

Pat kept on his transistorized path. 

He continued studying tube amps, con¬ 
vinced he could re-create their qualities. 

Want to be popular at parties? Tell 
the gang how electric guitars work: 

The motion of a magnetized guitar 


string induces a small alternating cur¬ 
rent in an adjacent coil of wire at the 
same wavelength as the string’s vibra¬ 
tion. In a guitar amp, the pre-amp and 
power-amp stages boost that signal 
until it is strong enough to move the 
amp’s speaker, and voila, you get music. 


When LA’s Rickenbacher company 
(since respelled Rickenbacker and 
relocated to Santa Ana) came up with 
the electric guitar and amp in the early 
1930s, it was a godsend because guitar¬ 
ists until then were the weak sisters in 


any band, drowned out by horns, banjos 
and most other instruments. It has been a 
sweet, noisy revenge, these past 80 years. 

Along the way, guitarists discovered 
they could make their equipment mis¬ 
behave in ways the manufacturers never 
intended. Turn a tube amp up until it’s 


overdriven, and instead of accurate 
reproduction, you get everything from a 
singing sustain to a raw, distorted sound 
that bluesmen particularly used to great 
advantage. The fuzzed-out music of the 
’60s and beyond grew out of that. Tran¬ 


sistor amps were largely immune to that 
sort of fun, sounding harsh and brittle 
when overdriven. 

Pat’s solid-state amps sounded better 
than most and were used by touring acts 
such as Honk and Black Pearl, as well as 
by local hippie wonders including Lagu¬ 
na’s Wildfire, while kids in my 
high school garage band were 
grateful for his good-sounding, 
reliable, economic products. 

The stuff never caught on 
nationally, though, and the 
company was a slow-bleeding 
failure until the mid-’70s when 
it morphed into QSC Audio. 

Pat and his partners gave up 
on guitar amps and refocused on 
producing pro sound gear. The 
company started to become prof¬ 
itable, and by 1984, Pat felt things 
were running smoothly enough 
that he took his first real vacation. 

“I was sad because I still 
thought there should be some 
way of making a good tube-like 
sound using practical solid- 
state, and we hadn’t quite fig¬ 
ured it out. But we needed to 
move on,” he says. “It looked for 
a while then that synthesizers 
were going to push guitars off 
the stage anyway.” 

It is some consolation, perhaps, that 
over the years, QSC became phenom¬ 
enally successful as a leader in the pro 
sound business. Go to any movie theater 
in the U.S., and you’re probably listen-

ing to QSC gear, and they’re also huge 
with concert halls, touring sound com¬ 
panies and retail customers. 

The company is privately held and 
doesn’t release its numbers, though 
Quilter is comfortable saying it has sales 
well in excess of $100 million per year. 

QSC’s buildings occupy 150,000 
square feet of Costa Mesa, where some 
400 people are employed at what The 
Orange County Register consistently 
rates as one of the best places to work in 
the county. (Contrast that with music- 
industry legend Gibson in Nashville, 
ranked by its employees as the worst job 
in the nation.) 

The company is greener than the law 
requires and has a work environment 
that reflects Pat’s thinking. 

“Business presents problems,” he 
explains. “My philosophy is: Solve 
the problems. You do that best in an 
environment of mutual respect and 
calm. We went into this with the feel¬ 
ing we had in the ’60s, where we were 


6-foot-4 frame into. His interest stems 
from the days when he and Matt would 
tool around in their dad’s 1951 Volkswa¬ 
gen, and also because he likes the comic 
juxtaposition, “sort of like when you’d 
see the saxophone quartet at Disney¬ 
land, and the short guy was playing the 
big baritone sax.” 

W henever I can’t stand to type 
another word, such as now, 

I grab a guitar, switch on my 
always-handy Quilter Micropro 200 
amp and play for a while. I bought 
one of the first ones, and it is my go-to 
amp. I’ve had all the cool-guy stuff—a 
’50s Fender Bassman and Deluxe, ’60s 
Marshall Plexis, Vox AC-30s and a 
DeArmond—but I’ve forsaken them for 
Pat’s little marvel. It sounds as rich and 
responsive as any tube amp I’ve had, 
puts out 200 watts—as though I’d ever 
need it—and remarkably weighs just 
more than 18 pounds. 

Two years ago, Pat pretty much 
retired from QSC, and on that New 
Year’s Eve, he launched Quilter Labs. 
Shortly thereafter, the five-employee

consciously reacting to and hopefully 
discarding all the corporate goopy, 
pretentious, unnecessary and unhelp¬ 
ful bullshit that attended the business 
of making a living. We’ve always been 
a highly informal company that likes 
to think we know how to do our work 
very well, but don’t want to have to 
dress uncomfortably while we’re doing 
it. That’s as much a California thing as 
anything else.” 

While Pat was still the company’s 
chief designer and technical problem- 
solver, he found time to pursue other 
interests. He has become one hell of a 
steel-guitar player, gamely fitting into 
Django-styled bands, beach parties and 
barbecue jams. He has collected some 
100 lap steels and 20 vintage amps 
along the way. He has somewhat fewer 
early-20th-century wind-up phono¬ 
graphs to play his old 78s on, plus a 
great handful of micro-cars—including 
a Citroen 2CV, a Fiat Multipla 600, an 
Austin Mini micro-woodie and a Mess- 
erschmitt—that he can barely fit his 


company released the Micropro, 
which combined decades of Pat’s 
work on replicating the qualities of a 
tube amp with state-of-the-moment 
Class D technology. 

Know what to do when the party is 
getting late and you want your friends 
to leave? Explain Class D amplification 
to them: 

Remember that tiny signal an electric 
guitar produces? An amplifier basically 
tricks some of your wall current into 
mimicking that signal. In all previous 
amps, the transistors or tube acts like 
variable resistors, meaning they place 
obstacles in the big signal’s path to 
make it behave like the little signal. 

In Class D, the amp’s circuit is more 
like a switch opening and closing 
incredibly fast. It’s either on or off, 
and it is a whole kaboodle more effi¬ 
cient. The trick, Quilter says, is “you 
have to switch on and off at hundreds 
of kilohertz, so these pulses can blend 
together and form smooth audio pulses 
at 20 to 20 K. Do this, and you have a 
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device that’s 90 percent to 95 percent 
efficient compared to regular amps that 
are only 10 percent to 15 percent.” 

At normal volumes, Quilter’s amps 
use only about 15 percent as much 
power as a conventional amp, making it 
a lot more efficient than a Prius. That 
pleases Pat. 

“We live on a finite planet with lim¬ 
ited resources. Fortunately, there’s 
no limit on knowledge. The kind of 
conservation I like is where it’s all win- 
win. Use knowledge wisely, and you 
get a smaller, lighter amp that uses less 
power and raw materials, saves manu¬ 
facturing costs, saves shipping costs and 
takes up less space.” 

The Micropro was intentionally 
designed to stand out from the herd. 

The herd didn’t much like that, perhaps 
because musicians thought the colorful 
amp looked like something their daugh¬ 
ter would take to glee club. It’s been a 
slow take-off. While Pat doesn’t like 
to say how much of his own money he 
has pumped into Quilter Labs to keep it 
afloat, it’s safe to say it’s more than I’m 
going to earn over the rest of my life. 

This year, the company released its more 
conventional-looking Aviator line and is 
getting a lot more notice. It isn’t just aging 
journalists singing the amps’ praises now. 

To me, Los Lobos are the Beatles that 
never broke up. They just keep on grow¬ 
ing, changing, challenging and becoming 
ever-more soulful. Singer/composer David 
Hidalgo is my kind of guitar god, always 
emotional, inventive and articulate. I’ve 
seen him play through nearly every sort 
of tube amp over the years, but now he’s 
working out with a variety of Quilters. 

A musician friend had told him about 
the amps, “so I looked the company up 
and found they’re only half an hour from 
my home. I’ve been using their amps 
ever since,” Hidalgo says by phone. 

“I like the portability”—for fly-to 
gigs, he just stows an 8-pound Micropro 
head in his carry-on—“the reliability 
and mainly the tone. Right out of the 
gate, it sounds great, with all the sound 
of a tube amp. It has enough power 
for whatever you need. Also, when we 
played the Greek, they have a 95-deci- 
bel sound limit. With most amps, it’s 
really hard to get a tone at low volume, 
but the Quilter worked perfect there.” 

Deke Dickerson is another total amp 
hound, to the degree that he owns one 
of Elvis’ guitar player Scotty Moore’s 
iiber-rsire Echosonic amps and several 
of the nearly as rare 1950s Standel amps 
favored by Joe Maphis, Chet Atkins and 
other hot pickers. He just finished tour¬ 
ing the U.S. by Cadillac, using a proto¬ 
type Quilter Steelaire amp. 

“All I’m ever looking for is the qual¬ 
ities of the old tube amps I like, and 
the Quilters really nail that,” Dicker- 
son says from his Valley abode. “The 
Steelaire kept reminding me of my 
old Standel amps, in the sense it was 
loud, clean, had a twangy bottom end, 
and didn’t fart out on the low notes, 
which is everything I liked about my 
old Standels.” 

If the company keeps winning over 
players at its present rate, Pat may be 
able to take another vacation in a few 
years. While he’s the resident genius, 
he leaves a lot of the lifting to the rest 


of the crew, which includes CEO Chris 
Parks and COO Robert Becker, both 
of whom followed him from QSC and 
share his penchant for quixotic quests. 
Becker, for example, hopes to resur¬ 
rect the Optigan, a weird 1970s budget 
Mellotron-like device originally mar¬ 
keted by Mattel. That, the Cyclops race 
car and other side-projects have been 
shelved for now, so they can focus on 
making a go of the amps. 

Eor about 15 years, Pat was involved 
in being a mountain man, spending 
weekends with like-minded souls dress¬ 
ing and living as the rugged explorers of 
150 years ago did. He learned to make 
his own buckskins, throw a tomahawk 
and sleep on the ground without whim¬ 
pering, and he found out just how long 
it takes a guy to build a log cabin using 
only the hand tools of the 1800s. 

Along with the physical condition¬ 
ing, he thinks it helped him grow as a 
person. While he has been a whopping 
success and has helped countless other 
people, Pat’s a bundle of insecurities. “I 
was always a bit of a scaredy cat about 
taking on challenges,” he says. “Put me 
in a familiar situation, and I’m okay, but 
I’m not the type who sails off into the 
unknown. That’s probably one of the rea¬ 
sons I’ve avoided relationships. They’re 
fundamentally unnerving because you 
have no idea what might happen.” 

He finds his work and hobbies fulfill¬ 
ing and has enough of a social life with 
his friends and family. As for marrying 
and starting a family of his own, he 
says, “I think that ship has pretty much 
passed me by.” Maybe he’s right. If 
there’s one thing women can’t stand, it’s 
a smart, tall, rich guy. 

At work. Parks handles most of the 
marketing and interface with the pub¬ 
lic. “I like having someone else breaking 
the ice out front,” Pat says. “Chris Parks 
does that here at Quilter. He’s not afraid 
to charge ahead into the unknown ter¬ 
ritory. I wouldn’t want to be that, until 
I’d radar-scoped the thing and figured 
where land mines were.” 

Yet Pat is the clear figurehead of the 
company, with his tall, silver-bearded 
visage as integral to the company iden¬ 
tity as Colonel Sanders was to chicken. 
He’s in their ads, and he’s the star of a 
video they made in which he goes back 
in time to the beginning of tone. And it 
is his name on every product. If his new 
amps fail, he’s the one all the I-told-you- 
sos will be sniggering at. 

Eor a guy who doesn’t like uncer¬ 
tainty, he has certainly ordered himself 
a jumbo portion of it. He’s two years 
past retirement age; why not just go 
riding off into the sunset in one of his 
adorable little cars? 

“What else am I going to do with 
myself? This is an opportunity to bring 
something new to the game, to give some¬ 
thing back to the music business,” he 
says. “Designing power amps is a pretty 
narrow specialty, and I happen to be 
expert in all three technologies: tubes, 
linear solid-state and Class D”—make 
that four types, if you count his wind-up 
Victrolas—“so I’m in a unique position to 
come up with something needed and new. 
I had hoped the uptake would be quicker, 
but it’s working out in the long run.”

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Papa’s Got a Brand-New Bag 

Papa Hassan’s: now in Anaheim, serving the same 

Middle Eastern comfort food

D O you remember your first 
shawerma? I do. It was 15, 
maybe 20 years ago. As with a 
hazy memory of a movie in which I 
can recall the actors but not the plot, I 
only remembered where I had it: Papa 
Hassan’s in Orange, the place where so 
many Orange Countians had their first 
taste of hummus and kebabs. I recall 
walking up to the shack on Glassell 
Street, ordering from 
a window and eating 
the shawerma right 
there on the sidewalk. 

That location no longer 
exists. After it suffered 
a devastating fire in 
2010 and the building 
was sold to Chapman 
University, owner 
Mahmoud Haidar 
decided it was time to 
start over after nearly 
35 years in business. 

Papa Hassan’s 
has re-emerged on 
Brookhurst Street, 

Middle Eastern com¬ 
fort food lost in a vast 
jungle of regional res¬ 
taurants in Anaheim’s 
Little Arabia. Squeezed 
in tight between a halal 
Sizzler and a hookah 
store, the location is 
akin to Harry Potter’s 
Platform nine and 
three - qu art er s—you 
have to know it’s there. 

To me, visiting the new 
place felt as though I 
were meeting up with 
an old friend. At first, 

I didn’t recognize him. 

The new restaurant- 
open since 2011—looks 
nothing like the old 
one; it’s now more 
of a fast-casual than 
a full-service place. 

But once I bit into 
the shawerma, it’s 
as though I was right back on that Old 
Towne Orange sidewalk. 

The tightly swaddled cylinder 
weighed as heavy as a shotput in my 
hand. But as I ate, peeling back the paper 
as my bites progressed, I realized why I 
liked it so much: The shawerma operates 
on the same wavelength as an In-N-Out 
burger. Just as at In-N-Out, Papa Has¬ 
san’s knows you need a healthy dose of 
garden-fresh veggies to answer the pro¬ 
tein. The result is a very balanced wrap— 
as refreshing as it is filling. There’s the 
shrill juiciness of tomato, the spicy-but- 
sweet hits of onion complementing the 
steady hum of beef in the background. 


Though I tasted hints of mint and tahini 
instead of Thousand Island, I found 
myself lapping up the leftover drippings 
from its wrapping as though I just fin¬ 
ished a Double-Double. 

What I don’t remember was how 
steak-like the meat is. Though Papa Has¬ 
san’s may shave the shawerma from a 
spinning cone of beef and lamb as you’ll 
find elsewhere, the meat here chews 


as though it were cut directly from a 
piece of sirloin. Also new to me: the ser¬ 
vice. Both the young woman in a hijab 
and her co-worker, an older man with 
close-cropped hair, couldn’t have been 
warmer. During both trips I made, they 
offered me a thimble of the house hot 
sauce—an indispensable condiment that 
shouldn’t be ignored or underestimated. 
The paste, which has the thick consis¬ 
tency of Indonesian sambal, burned with 
the fierceness of Tapatfo and a smoky 
finish, as though the peppers involved 
were roasted before being pulverized. 

It can be slathered on everything, 
but you should especially use it on the 


chicken, a rotisserie bird not unlike the 
ones at Zankou. If you have at least three 
other people with you, you want the 
whole hen: served in two halves, ready to 
be drawn and quartered with a bronzed 
skin so well-rendered that it breaks off in 
literal shards. The meat is juicy where it 
isn’t crispy, and when you dab a little of 
that chile paste, you forget all about that 
much-lauded garlic sauce Zankou serves 
with its fowl. 

When you overdo it 
with the chile paste— 
and you will—you’ll 
want the lebni, a cool¬ 
ing bowl of yogurt with 
pieces of cucumber 
and peppermint you 
scoop up with torn pita 
bread. You also want 
the falafels—dense, 
craggly balls that can 
be had in a wrap, in a 
sort-of-salad with sides 
of tahini and hummus, 
or even in a burger. But 
if you’re going to have a 
real dinner, opt for the 
communal mound of 
food called the Beiruti 
feast: a grand sampler 
platter set over fries 
with two skewers each 
of the chicken, beef and 
kafta kebabs. The lat¬ 
ter is especially good. 
Also included: a bowl of 
hummus, a watery baba 
ganoush, diced roasted 
tomatoes and onions, 
and scattering of fried- 
and-grilled pita-bread 
triangles you use like 
chips. Before this, start 
your meal with dolmas 
so aggressively sour 
they made my cheeks 
hurt or the batata harra, 
fried potatoes blasted 
with a hot paste redo¬ 
lent of garlic and red 
pepper seeds. 

End with the dessert called “Heaven.” 
It’s actually aish al saraya, a thrilling 
chilled Lebanese bread pudding layered 
with custard, dripping with the sweet¬ 
ness of honey and topped with whipped 
cream—one of the best things I’ve tasted 
this year. Decades from now, after I’ve 
ordered it from every place that offers it. 
I’ll remember where I had it first: here at 
the new Papa Hassan’s.

Meat at Joe’s

I 've been mad at Cypress ever since its 
high school beat my alma mater, Ana¬ 
heim High, in the GIF Division IX football 
championship back in 2007. We made up 
a bit with Cambino's, an awesome Asian 
barbecue—but that closed a couple of 
years ago, and I got pissed anew. Why, 
if it weren't for Cafe Hire, Loft Hawaiian 
BBQ and Senor Big Ed's, Cypress could 
very well have joined Mission Viejo and 
Brea in my civic doghouse. 

And if it weren't for an anonymous 
letter, which included the menu, it 
might've taken me months to know about 
Joe Schmoe's. If I were speeding down 
Ball Road, as I'm wont to do, I would've 
allowed my annoyance with Cypress 
to mistake Joe Schmoe's for a Wiener- 
schnitzel, what with its bright awning, 
A-frame building and strip-mall existence. 
And even if I noticed this new restaurant, 
its streetside sign promising "Classic 
dogs, hamburgers and frozen custard," I 
might've still just whizzed by on the way 
to Los Alamitos. But thankfully. I'm not 
petty. After getting that menu, I manned 
up, visited Joe Schmoe's—and have 
been returning frequently since. 

The tiny place is the latest example of 
our hot-dog renaissance, an epoch that 
finds a wiener covered in relish, mustard 
and ketchup no longer good enough, 
that has inspired middle-aged men and 
women to hearken to the franks of their 
youthful travels (or is it the influence of 
Diners, Drive-Ins and Dives?) and offer 
them to a new generation. So it's not 
good enough to have a bacon-wrapped 
hot dog here; you'll also find a Chicago 
dog, a Ripper Dog from New Jersey 
and dogs from Dixie bathed in creamy 
coleslaw. Those regional specialties are 
fine, but I prefer Joe's creations: a chile 
verde dog that seems beamed from 1960s 
San Bernardino, so Cal-Mex it is; another 
one filled with pastrami and a prickly 
Russian dressing; and a monster called a 
Spicy Redneck Dog that takes a bacon- 
wrapped hot dog and buries it under chili, 
coleslaw a/7£/ fried jalapehos—as filling 
as it sounds. 

Joe Schmoe's is still relatively new, so 
here's to hoping its hamburgers eventu¬ 
ally reach the heights of its dogs; right 
now, they're good, but just there. Better is 
the frozen custard: perfect served plain, 
greater when spiked with everything 
from peanut butter cups to chunks of 
Heath Bars. And the draft beer behind 
the counter, not too far from the milk¬ 
shake machine? Beautiful. More of this. 
Cypress, and maybe I'll give you a call 
one of these days....

A S anyone who has ever worked in 
a faceless, nameless office park 
knows, the local sandwich stop 
is worth its weight in smoke breaks. 
Buried inside a suite in the back corner 
of an industrial area, these catchall 
places with weird weekday hours usu¬ 
ally serve as part 7-Eleven, part dough¬ 
nut shop, a testament to the isolation 
of the operation. But remove the candy 
bars and diner coffee, and the sand¬ 
wiches are rarely good enough to carry 
the business on their own. 



Not so for Sub-King. Maybe because 
it’s in an actual strip mall off Signal 
Hill’s main drag, or maybe because it 
strives to live up to its sandwich-touting 
name, but Sub-King is the office-park 
sandwich shack with appeal that goes 
beyond the cubicle dwellers toiling 
nearby.

and stick with it, but thankfully for the 
variety-seekers trapped in cubes nearby, 
Sub-King is also the kind of place where 
you can switch it up. Get a BLT one day 
and a French dip the next, and leave full 
and satisfied every time. 

Feeling adventurous and lured by the 
daily $6.99 special, I ordered the tuna 
and avocado on squaw, a sliced-bread 
affront to the local nazis who swear by 
“home-bake” stuff—long rolls of vari¬ 
ous persuasions made on site every day 
that sit behind the counter in plastic 
wrap. But the squaw just felt right for 
a sandwich overstuffed with the house 
tuna, itself a masterpiece of relish and 
onions, with mayo in moderation so you 
won’t gag. And I’m glad I stuck with 
the suggested carb offerings—the dark 
bread created a perfect foundation for 
the texture of soft tuna with crunchy 
lettuce and fatty avocado. 

With a Subway across the street and 
a Togos down the block, it’s not like 
the area lacks in options for a cheap 
sandwich. But if you are craving some 
meat-and-bread deliciousness during the 
wonky hours of Sub-King, it’s best to stick 
with the office workers on this one and go 
for a classic sub at Signal Hill’s finest.

Flying Horse Royal Lager 
Beer at Royal Khyber 

M y rule-of-thumb when ordering beer 
with Asian food is to go with the indig¬ 
enous brand. Thai food? Chang or Singha. At 
a Japanese izakaya? You can't go wrong with 
Sapporo, Kirin or Asahi. Korean? Hite—no 
question. Indian? You'll mostly be offered 
three choices: Kingfisher (arguably India's 
predominant brand), Tai Majal or Flying Horse. 

At Royal Khyber in Santa Ana, the Indian 
beer options are narrowed down to just the 
latter two. Both are actually bottled by the 
same conglomerate that makes Kingfisher: 
the United Breweries Group, based out of 
Bangalore and the equivalent of Anheuser- 
Busch—if Anheuser-Busch also operated an 
airline and a fertilizer business. I chose the 
Flying Horse to head off the spice-laden cur¬ 
ries I was about to consume. 

THE DRINK 

It came in a big, sweaty, 22-ounce bottle, 
which, of course, can also be bought at 
BevMo! for less than is charged here. The 
staff at Royal Khyber poured it into a Taj Mahal 
glass, but what I noticed right away was how 
incredibly fizzy and light this brew was, with 
a head that subsided almost immediately. 

An Indian friend of mine told me later that he 


thinks this may be by design: the fizziness 
allows it to hold on to the cold longer, a thing 
of value in subtropical climates. But most of 
all, it's refreshing. There's just a hint of spice 
and fruit at the top, and it wasn't hoppy or 
bitter at the finish. All of this makes the lager 
go down as easy as lemonade, easier than its 
4.7 percent ABV would normally suggest. And 
yes, it was the perfect thing to douse the fires 
of that searing vindaloo I ate with it.

t’s 1976, a year when all the groovy 
girls are traipsing around in tiny 
suede skirts and all the cool guys have 
Badfinger hair. One of those guys was 
English racing driver James Hunt, the 
charismatic rapscallion who won that 
year’s Formula One World Champion¬ 
ship—the embroidered badge on his 
driving suit read, “Sex, the Breakfast 
of Champions.” His nemesis, Austrian- 
born Niki Lauda, was something else, 
a straight arrow with square hair and 
equally rigid rules about how, exactly, 
one ought to put the pedal to the metal. 

Lauda had won the championship 
in 1975 and had every reason to think 
he could do so again. What happened 
when he faced Hunt during the 1976 
season surprised, horrified and ulti¬ 
mately amazed everyone who followed 
the sport. That championship year is 
the subject of Rush, which pulls off a 
mini-miracle itself: It’s both a percep¬ 
tive dual character study and, that rar¬ 
ity of rarities, a large-scale action movie 
for grown-ups, one worth leaving the 
house for. 

It’s also the last thing you might 
expect from Ron Howard, a director who 
has made some terrific films (Splash, 
Frost/Nixon), but whose earnestness and 
dutiful, workmanlike approach has also 
resulted in prestige snoozers such as

Apollo 13. Then again, this is the guy who 
made his directing debut with Grand 
Theft Auto for schlock impresario Roger 
Corman, and Rush seems to have shaken 
something awake in him. If the storytell¬ 
ing sometimes feels a bit scrambled— 
Howard tries to pack a lot, maybe too 
much, into 123 surprisingly fieet min¬ 
utes—the racing sequences make up for 
it. Rush is fiawed but alive, and its actors 
never get lost in the blur of speed. If the 
movie is partly about machines—a flimsy 
type of race car that Hunt calls “just a 
little coffin, really”—it’s just as much 
about men who know precisely what to 
do in those split seconds when there’s no 
time to blink, let alone think. 

Chris Hemsworth, of Thor fame, plays 
Hunt, and you can see why the driver is a 
national treasure even in a country that’s 
almost embarrassed to have national 
treasures. Hunt is England’s version of 
California: blond, insouciant and randy. 
He loves the ladies almost as much as 
he loves driving—early in the film, he 
stands before a gaggle of goggle-eyed 
nurses and introduces himself, 007-style, 
as “Hunt. James Hunt.” But the person 
who really gets under his skin is Lauda, 
played by Daniel Bruhl. The two meet, 
very uncute. They walk away from their 
first and every subsequent encounter 
muttering, “asshole.” 


But Lauda and Hunt are always there 
for each other, sometimes more so than 
for the women in their lives. (Olivia 
Wilde plays Hunt’s wife, the model Suzy 
Miller, who left him for Richard Burton 
after his indifference toward her became 
unbearable; the stunning Romanian- 
born actress Alexandra Maria Lara plays 
Lauda’s loyal partner, Marlene, though 
the womenfolk are pretty much rel¬ 
egated to the backseat here.) Lauda and 
Hunt growl and spar, but they also urge

each other on, understanding each other 
better than anyone else ever could. At 
one point. Hunt explains in voice-over, 
“The closer you are to death, the more 
alive you feel,” a sentiment brought 
home to Lauda the hard way. In case you 
don’t know the story, I won’t divulge the 
details here, but Howard, working from 
a script by Peter Morgan, dramatizes 
the event that changed Lauda’s life in a 
way that’s horrifying and direct; he hits 
a pitch of fiery, claustrophobic intensity 
that’s hard to shake. 

Hemsworth’s Hunt is rakish and 
undeniably adorable. He’s the one you 
want to look at, but Bruhl is the one 
you want to watch. His Lauda is at first 


deeply unlikable and uncharismatic, a 
glowering gnat. But he knows himself 
and his limitations intimately, in a way 
that Hunt doesn’t, and Bruhl plays that 
confidence as an alternative kind of sex 
appeal. Lauda is a hard-ass and a grind, 
assertive to the point of cockiness, but 
you root for him. In a line of work in 
which time means everything, he doesn’t 
have a minute to spare for idiots. 

Hunt died of a heart attack at age 
45; Lauda is alive today. Rush is a fuel- 
injected valentine to them both, a love 
letter written with cursive sweeps of 
movement and grand whooshes of sound. 
The racing sequences, as shot by cin¬ 
ematographer Anthony Dod Mantle and 
edited by Daniel P. Hanley and Mike Hill, 
are fieet, exhilarating, stunning in their 
detail: At one point, the fiagman at the 
finish line leaps into the air, bringing his 
fiag down with a fiourish before being 
blown back by the force of the car pass¬ 
ing him. The moment is over in a fiash, 
a treasure barely captured. I have an ail¬ 
ing 17-year-old cat who creeps toward 
the TV, fascinated, whenever any of the 
Transporter movies or a random NAS¬ 
CAR race pops up on the screen during 
his humans’ channel surfing. His love 
of fast cars surpasses that of any man I 
know. I hope he can make it until Rush 
comes out on DVD. But anyone who can 
get to the theater on two legs—or four 
wheels—should see it on the big screen.

CLOSED CIRCUIT There's a fine line 
between restrained and drab, and 
Closed Circuit falls just on the wrong 
side of it. Even though the film is set 
in modern-day London and produced 
by the same people who brought us 
Tinker Tailor Soldier Spy, it's curiously 
lacking in urgency. Eric Bana plays 
Martin Rose, a lawyer who's assigned, 
at the last minute, to defend Farroukh 
Erdogan (Denis Moschitto), a possible 
terrorist accused of playing a role in a 
deadly explosion in a London market. 
The case is hardly straightforward 
to begin with, but, as it turns out, 
the government has some classi¬ 
fied evidence that it plans to use to 
prosecute Erdogan, info so secret that 
neither Erdogan nor his defense team 
is allowed to see it. So the attorney 
general—officiously jovial, as played 
by Jim Broadbent—appoints a special 
advocate, Claudia Simmons-Flowe 
(Rebecca Flail), who is allowed to see 
the evidence but must not disclose 
its contents to the defendant or his 
lawyers. The hitch: Claudia and Martin 
used to be lovers, and the affair didn't 
end well. The plot leans heavily on 
paranoia, and it's all supposed to 
make us question our assumptions 
about terrorism and the eagerness of 
world governments to find scapegoats. 
There's just no pulse to the story—it 
feels like a dutiful exercise. As a lead¬ 
ing man, or as anything, really, Bana 
is handsome only in a flavorless way. 
Flis brows are earnest, his chin finely 
chiseled, but so little personality comes 
through, I always find myself wanting 
to add an "I" to the end of his name.

IN A WORLD ... In the world of In 
a World ..., the directing debut 
of preternaturally understated 
comic actress Lake Bell, voiceover 
work—specifically the authoritative 
yet anonymous man-speak heard in 
movie trailers—is a field in which 
women aren't welcome. Bell, who 
also wrote the script, plays Carol, 
an underemployed vocal coach who 
aspires to be a voiceover star like 
her callous, egomaniac father, Sam 
(Fred Melamed). She isn't just your 
garden-variety underachiever; Carol 
is so underachieving that, at age 
31, she hasn't changed her ward¬ 
robe since the 1990s. It's one of the 
movie's subtle oddball touches that 
Bell's Carol, a tall drink of water if 
ever there was one, strides around 
unselfconsciously—and a little clue- 
lessly—in overalls and college-kid 
babydoll dresses. But even if she's 
a neurotic goofball, she's persistent. 
And with the help of smart but bash¬ 
ful sound engineer Louis (Demetri 
Martin), who harbors a crush on 
her, she scrambles to the top of the 
voiceover heap—only to earn the 
resentment of key players in the field, 
most notably her nasty old dad. Bell 
has made a lively, modern screwball 
comedy with a terrible title; the 
dialogue moves fast and sometimes 
takes nutty, unexpected loops, like 
puppies scrambling over one another 
in a basket. Bell, who has so often 
played second or third banana (in 
pictures like It's Complicated and 
No Strings Attached), makes a 
strangely fetching leading woman. 
The romance between Carol and 
Louis takes forever to get cooking— 
their mutual awkwardness is today's 
equivalent of a bundling board. But 
it's also part of their charm as a 
couple-in-training; their respective 


peculiarities fit together just right.

THE MORTAL INSTRUMENTS: CITY 
OF BONES The ingredients of suc¬ 
cessful young-adult fantasy fran¬ 
chises have, with repetition, become 
immediately apparent: easily identifi¬ 
able heroes and immersive, magical 
world-building. For every multi-film 
Flarry Potter phenomenon there's 
a handful of Golden Compasses or 
Eragons, indicating that the target 
demo, adolescents, are savvy con¬ 
sumers. They know that the best of 
these series construct deeply felt 
mythologies around characters fans 
feel like they could somehow be. The 
first adaptation of Cassandra Clare's 
The Mortal Instruments novels. 

City of Bones, does neither, playing 
onscreen as an endless parade of 
derivative genre tropes, even tedious 
and convoluted when it dares to 
break the formula—there may or may 
not be an incest subplot. Lily Collins 
headlines as Clary Fray, a teenager 
who quickly discovers that she and 
her mother, Jocelyn (Lena Fleadey), 
are shadowhunters, those of angelic 
blood who hunt demons. Jace 
Wayland (Jamie Campbell Bower), 
another shadowhunter, comes to her 
rescue when Clary discovers that 
her mother is missing. Simon (Robert 
Sheehan), Clary's best friend, is a 
mundane, a person unable to see 
these magical realms. Together, the 
trio begins the usual epic adventure 
of good vs. evil in which ancient 
worlds collide and Jonathan Rhys 
Meyers and Jared Flarris engage in 
swordplay. The nomenclature var¬ 
ies slightly, but there's little new or 
exciting in City of Bones. For strong 
female role models and unique fan¬ 
tasy settings, stick with The Hunger 
Games. The adaptation of the second 
book has already been announced, 
but the series already seems as if 
it has outlived its mortality. {PG-13)

RIDDICK Richard B. Riddick—Dick 
to his friends, if he had any—is an 
intergalactic meathead who's glow¬ 
ered through three movies, two video 
games, and a cartoon. Fle's both the 
luckiest and unluckiest man alive: 


lucky because he's impossible to kill, 
unlucky because everyone keeps 
trying. In the opening, near-silent 
sequence of Riddick, the laconic 
sequel to 2004's overblown schlock 
opera The Chronicles of Riddick, our 
hero (Vin Diesel) is nearly slain by a 
space vulture, a space hyena, and 
several space eels. "There are bad 
days, and then there are legend¬ 
ary bad days," he growls. Eh, in his 
earlier flicks he's already survived 
an asteroid accident, nocturnal 
monsters, a broiling sun, and a front- 
row seat for Dame Judi Dench as 
an Air Elemental named Aereon. Dn 
his scale, a killer space eel is just 
an excuse for sushi. Unfortunately, 
Diesel has nothing to act with but his 
fists—Riddick is saddled with goofy 
goggles and CGI night vision eyes. 
This time, to escape a planet, Riddick 
reveals his location to a network of 
bounty hunters and waits until he 
can kill off enough of them to steal 
their ship. Behold, the entirety of the 
plot. It's murderer versus murder¬ 
ers, with Riddick facing off against 
11 bounty hunters who include a 
tremulous Christian (Nolan Gerard 
Funk), a badass lesbian (Katee 
Sackhoff), and a giant (wrestler Dave 
Bautista, who's like The Rock with a 
'90s goatee). The only reason to root 
for Riddick is that his name is on the 
ticket stub. But he's so dull and the 
hunters so weird that we're literally 
cheering for the movie to kill off its 
personality, one throat slash at a 
time.

THE SPECTACULAR NOW In The 
Spectacular Now, two kids as 
specific as you are fall into slow, 
uncertain love, their hearts filling up 
with each other but not always syn¬ 
chronously. You know that person you 
made out with one weekend in high 
school, the one whose kiss made the 
world fall away—but then breezed by 
like you didn't exist during Monday's 
passing period? There's plenty of that 
here, but with one thing that really 
would have helped back then: a clear 
sense of psychology. The lovers here 
are not a natural match, and when 
apart they have to dare themselves 
to keep going—it would be simpler 
for Sutter Keely (Miles Teller), a 
Georgia small town's king of beers. 


to party on without Aimee Finicky, 
a college-bound tutor-type whose 
wallflower-to-beauty transformation 
isn't ridiculous. Shailene Woodley's 
shy Aimee heads to school with big¬ 
ger things to worry about than teen 
beauty—popular high school boys 
truly might be dumb enough not to 
notice her until the day she turns up 
fetchingly tanned and tank-topped 
at a campground kegger. She's a 
tender, moving creation, marvelously 
played. The movie is the boy's story, 
of course, as serious film romances 


unfailingly are. Fortunately, this boy 
is a slothful charmer, as drunk on 
his own good humor as he is on the 
contents of his flask, the kind of mov¬ 
able fiesta a young Tom Flanks could 
have played. Unlike his '80s comedy 
forbears, this slob is treated as a dis¬ 
maying riddle rather than a beacon 
of everydude honesty—his challenge 
isn't to triumph over the stock-type 
snobs, it's to shape all his likable 
traits into a self with something 
to offer the adult world.

An all-black Death of a Salesman still gets to the hunnanity of 

Arthur Miller’s masterpiece

I n a preview last week of South Coast 
Repertory’s production of Death of 
a Salesman, the Los Angeles Times’ 
eminently thorough and cerebral Mike 
Boehm resurrected an incendiary quote 
from legendary African-American play¬ 
wright August Wilson. “To mount an 
all-black production of Death of a Sales¬ 
man or any other play conceived for 
white actors as an investigation of the 
human condition through the 
specifics of white culture is 
to deny us our own humanity, 
our own history and the need 
to make our own investiga¬ 
tion from the cultural ground 
on which we stand as black 
Americans,” Wilson said in 
a 1996 address at Princeton 
University. 

Charlie Robinson, the 
African-American actor por¬ 
traying Willy Loman in SCR’s 
mostly all-African-American 
production, isn’t convinced. “As 
much as I love August, it’s the 
one thing I disagree with him 
about,” he told Boehm. “I think 
you can grow by playing this 
role. If it’s an African-American 
cast, the audience will say, ‘We 
all have the same problems. We 
go through the same things.’” 

Based on this rather astound¬ 
ing production courtesy of direc¬ 
tor Marc Masterson, both Wil¬ 
son and Robinson are correct. 

On one hand, it seems weird 
to see the Great American 
Tragedy of White Middle-Class 
America set in late 1940s Brook¬ 
lyn featuring an African-Amer¬ 
ican family. Though Jim Crow 
wasn’t perched atop the Empire 
State Building, this was still 
Plessy V. Ferguson-era. America, 
and a violent race riot in Harlem 
in 1943 and the furor over Jackie Robin¬ 
son breaking in with the Brooklyn Dodg¬ 
ers in 1947 are just two notable examples 
that NYC wasn’t exactly colorblind. 

It’s also weird hearing black characters 
punctuate their dialogue with words such 
as “pal” and “champ” and “slugger” (let 
alone a black kid being called Biff...). 

On the other hand. Miller’s writing is 
so universal, the strength of his examina¬ 
tion of the broken spirit of Willy Loman 
so human, his questioning of the Ameri¬ 
can Dream so trenchant and contempo¬ 
rary, it’s pointless to get hung up over 
skin hue. White, black, Chinese or Lap¬ 
lander, people are people, and the power 
of this production resides in that simple, 
salient fact. 

Robinson (recognized more for his 
work as court clerk Mac on the TV show 


Night Court than his superlative career 
onstage) is a triumphant Willy Loman. 
Though shattered, self-delusional and 
apparently in the throes of early-onset 
dementia (he’s only 63), Robinson’s 
Loman bubbles with volcanic rage. That 
anger manifests in taking out his frus¬ 
tration and unhappiness by barking at 
his long-suffering wife (a splendid Kim 
Staunton) and his two sons, the prodigal 


Biff and the philandering Hap. Yet, in 
those moments when Willy reveals him¬ 
self as so sad and overwhelmed and dis¬ 
enchanted at the sum of his life, he’s also 
incredibly sympathetic. The brilliance of 
Miller’s play lies in that, for the first time 
by a major playwright, a most common 
man was afflicted with the same sins of 
pride and ego as kings and princes and 
men of great status and authority. Rob¬ 
inson’s ability to convey his small man’s 
great tragedy and to still remain likeable 
and accessible is a marvel to watch. 

As the vessel imbued by Willy to live 
the life he was too tentative to explore, 
Chris Butler (as the oldest son. Biff) deliv¬ 
ers a deceptively powerful performance. 
The one character in this play who winds 
up truly understanding himself, Butler 
seems to casually tread water for most of 


the play, but when he Anally boils over, 
we feel the roiling tempest that has been 
massing beneath Biff’s facade. In the 
often-overlooked role of Willy’s youngest 
son. Hap, Larry Bates is also multilayered 
as the eternal peacemaker, looking up to 
both Biff and Willy, but just as trapped in 
the web of delusion that hangs above the 
household. The main supporting charac¬ 
ters are also effective. But the fact that the 
one genuine prick in this play, 
Willy’s boss (Tyler Pierce), who 
unceremoniously fires him after 
34 years with the company, is 
white does infuse the scene with 
a veneer of racial significance. 

Masterson’s production, 
while containing some interest¬ 
ing lighting effects (courtesy 
of Brian J. Lilienthal) and a 
subdued but fitting score (from 
composer Jim Ragland), comes 
close to minimalist. Michael B. 
Raiford’s backdrop suggests the 
towering apartment buildings 
that have steadily enclosed the 
Loman household over the past 
30 years, but other than a couple 
of beds and a vintage refrigera¬ 
tor, there are no permanent set 
pieces. This underscores that 
the majority of this play, which 
includes repeated flashbacks, 
often happening at the same 
time Willy is in the present, 
takes place in his muddled and 
frantic mind. 

As with any decent Salesman, 
this production reveals Willy 
Loman as symbol, a victim of 
the American mantra that if 
you don’t succeed in business, 
you’ve really achieved nothing, 
and once you’re longer useful in 
that business, you’re unceremo¬ 
niously discarded. But what is 
remarkable about this produc¬ 
tion is that Willy plays such an active role 
is his own destruction. This sacrificial 
lamb isn’t led to slaughter by the oppres¬ 
sive force of American Capitalism as 
much as he follows the path formed by 
his own decisions. As his wife achingly 
implores her sons in the first act, attention 
must Anally be paid to this man. Based on 
the virtuoso performance of Robinson—as 
well as those around him—the saddest 
part of this Salesman is that Willy Loman 
rarely paid attention to himself.

D on't want to wash your hair anymore? 

Now you have a legitimate reason to 
excuse your dirty- hippie ways thanks to the 
"no-poo" movement, a horrible name for a 
great concept.

Hawaii is just too nice, and I know that 
sounds weird. But I grew up in a high- 
crime neighborhood in Birmingham, and 
I’ve lived in LA for the past seven years, 
so you just get used to a certain level of 
asshole; you become comfortable with it. 
But in Hawaii, everyone is so nice, so you 
stop trusting people. Hawaii just needs 
a town asshole, some jerk to ride around 
and keep it balanced. Just riding up and 
down the street, screaming expletives like 
the ice cream man. 

Can you imagine? Some guy riding around, 
doing random shankings just because? 
Yeah, something to keep people’s heads on 
swivel! No one locks doors in Maui, and 
I’m in a fortress! Maybe I’m just a para¬ 
noid idiot who needs to relax a little bit. 
You're not; it is really nice over there. 

When do you start taping the show again? 
We probably won’t start until February of 
next year. I’m excited to break away from 
those idiots for a little bit and work on my 
own endeavors. [Laughs.] I love the tour, 
but when you spend three months on set 
and another two on the road with the 
same four dudes, you kind of want to get 
away for a minute. 

You guys are together so much. There 
must be some quirks that start driving 
you all crazy. 

I think we all have something that annoys 
the other in a brotherly type of way. I’m 
always late to the lobby for hotel pick up, 
which does nothing to help the stereotype 
of black people. Hey, sometimes I’m just 
late! I don’t know what it is! The most 
embarrassed I’ve ever been was when I 
missed a Saturday 8 p.m. flight. Like, how 
do you miss a Saturday 8 p.m. flight in LA? 
There’s not even any traffic at that point. 

I had no excuse. I just told them, “It’s 
because I’m black. It is what it is.” The only 
guy I sometimes beef with on the show is 
Owen Benjamin. We’ll sometimes hit a bar 
after the show, and he has the ability to 
attract the funnest people and the weirdest 
people in the room. And it’s just his vibe; 
it’s nothing he’s doing deliberately. Owen 
will do high-fives and a couple of shots, 
and the next thing you know, he’s gone and 
I’m left talking to some dude telling me 
how he used to hunt sheep. First of all, you 
can’t hunt sheep, sir. You can herd sheep or 
buy sheep. And he was saying it all bragga¬ 
docio, like he was a buck hunter! 

That's insane. I'm not busting your balls, 
but you rock the fuck out of khaki pants 
and a polo shirt on the show. I assume 
you're styling onstage, though, right? 
Exactly! I have a new standup CD coming 
out this fall, tentatively titled “Things I 
Think When I Drink,” but most of the stuff 
I do is new and separate from that. My hour 
is a little more intense as far as the subject 
matter and how I approach edgier things. 
Because when you only have 20 minutes as 
I do when I’m with the Sullivan St Son tour, 
it’s not a lot of time to build an act the way 
you want to. When you’re trying to build 
up something and take the audience on an 
emotional journey... you don’t have a lot of 
time for that in 20 minutes. With an hour. 
I’ll be weaving it all together.

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Tearin’ the Roof Off 


FIDLAR want to turn the Observatory into one big house party

W hen FIDLAR hit the Observa¬ 
tory stage for Burgerama in 
March, they weren’t quite sure 
what to expect. They’d played some of 
their best shows at that venue, but as part 
of such a deep lineup, the band weren’t 
sure how many fans were there for them. 
By the time the foursome finished a whirl¬ 
wind 40-minute set, the answer was quite 
clear: A shit ton. 

Swirling mosh pits and crowd-surfing 
youths aside, the Los Angeles-based quar¬ 
tet have made in-roads not only with the 
notoriously fickle, insular Orange County 
punk community, but internationally as 
well. For the better part of 18 months, 
FIDLAR have been touring almost non¬ 
stop throughout Europe and the States 
with a live show that’s known for its elec¬ 
tric energy and wild antics. (For example, 
singer Zac Carper has been known to put 
either a friend’s or band mate’s phone 
number on his amp, then telling fans it’s 
Justin Bieber’s direct line.) Formed in 
2009, FIDLAR (an acronym for “Fuck It 
Dog, Life’s A Risk”) honed their craft by 
playing several noted punk venues and 
DIY art spaces in LA, but their legendary 
house-party sets are what helped them 
catch on with the younger punk crowd. 
They would play almost any party any¬ 
where, including in Fullerton, which they 
describe as an “insane” romp that got 
gloriously out of hand. Combining their 


balls-to-the-wall brand of surf punk meets 
garage rock with rowdy crowds, the local 
police departments were often unwel¬ 
come guests. 

“I think a kid who plays with Under¬ 
ground Road to Candy Land jumped off a 
roof into the crowd,” Carper recalls. 

But that’s hardly the craziest thing to 
have happened. “We were playing in front 
of a trailer, and a girl was leaning over 
the roof of an RV and peed off it while we 
were playing,” he says. “It’s always involv¬ 
ing a roof with that kind of stuff.” 

Although they’re proud Angelenos, 
FIDLAR love playing in OC, especially the 
Observatory and its Constellation Room. 

“The Observatory crowd is hard to 
beat,” says bassist Brandon Schwartzel. 
“There are a lot of kids who are really into 
[our] kind of music.” 

And with good reason. FIDLAR 
released their self-titled debut earlier this 
year via Mom + Pop for nearly every for¬ 
mat—except cassette, for which the band 
sought local indie Burger Records to pro¬ 
duce 500 limited-edition tapes. “I actually 
emailed Sean [Bohrman] at Burger and 
asked him if he wanted to put out the tape 
of the record, and he was down to do it,” 
guitarist/vocalist Elvis Kuehn explains. 
“They knew who we were and had seen us 
play. Plus, they’re really nice dudes.” 

“We’ve all been fans of the label,” 
drummer Max Kuehn adds. “They put out 


a lot of cool bands we like.” 

Although the guys haven’t had the time 
to produce an album’s worth of new mate¬ 
rial because of their busy tour schedule, 
FIDLAR just released a split 7-inch single 
with their friends the Orwells through 
Mom + Pop and Burger. Titled “Awk¬ 
ward,” the single is similar to songs such 
as “Cheap Beer” and “Max Can’t Surf.” 
Carper’s lyrics often touch on the daily life 
of someone in his or her mid-20s, which is 
one of the band’s most appealing traits. 

FIDLAR landed on the top of many Best 
New Bands lists in 2012, and opening for 
the Hives and Black Lips gave the guys a 
new perspective about staying disciplined 
on the road. (For them, that means no 
skateboarding while on tour.) But there’s 
one thing they won’t give up, at least not 
yet: playing the DIY art spaces where they 
got their start. 

“It’s become a little too hard to do 
now,” Max says. “We still like to do them, 
and they’re fun, but [those shows are] 
cramped and tough to play.” 

Not a bad problem to have.

P eople have this idea that touring is 
all fun and no work, that bands just 
drink a lot and party every night! People 
think we musicians are out here, watch¬ 
ing great bands play with us, night after 
night. That we have no responsibilities, 
such as doing dishes, laundry, weed 
whacking, etc. That it's just a whirlwind 
adventure of meeting beautiful, creative, 
crazy people! That you end up in the 
coolest bars with total strangers, swap¬ 
ping punk-rock stories, and then you 
become friends for life. 

Well, they're right! That is exactly 
why I do this. You couldn't ask for a 
better life. 

Except, we do work, and we have to 
still wash our clothes. Our tour has three 
great crew people, which makes it eas¬ 
ier. The shows are physically demand¬ 
ing, and I do get exhausted at times from 
sound checks and stairs and playing 
and talking and stairs and icky food and 
no sleep. Plus, dragging a suitcase and 
backpack and purse and coat around, in 
and out of the van, sometimes into nice 
hotels, sometimes into super-crappy (or 
medium-crappy) hotels. And the bills 
don't go away while I'm gone. 

Truly, this is a fun tour. The shows 
and audiences are good, with no mis¬ 
haps, dust-ups, screw-ups or boo-boos. 
One night, I had to apologize to some 
concert-goers in the front row. They 
had their fingers in their ears the whole 
time we played, and they weren't even 
on Billy Zoom's side of the stage! It is 
always nice to play to people who have 
never heard X. Even if they are hearing 
us somewhat painfully. 

Festivals are great fun, too. You get 
to see and sometimes hang out with 
bands you'd never otherwise share a 
bill with. 

I think about the ills of Earth (and 
possible solutions and escape plans) 
almost nonstop, so this tour is a break 
from that. But it's hyper-real, too. 
Onstage, if you can get lost in the 
music and the energy, it can be mighty 
profound. And it totally makes up for 
the no health insurance, no benefits, 
no pension, no security, barely eeking 
by—that part of being in a band. 

I'm really grateful that after 35 years, 
people (young, old, new and veteran 
fans) still like what X and Blondie do, 
that they love and respect our punk- 
rock ways!

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Are lslan(ds Forever? 

The band’s new album incites candid feelings about 

their future

E ven though Islands embrace the 
mantra “Islands are forever,” front 
man Nick Thorburn admits there’s 
a sense of urgency surrounding their 
recent album, Ski Mask. Despite the 
band’s wide critical acclaim and recent 
commercial attention, they are at a cross¬ 
roads with gaining a broader platform. 
Thorburn hopes that changes with the 
new EP. His lyrics drive a sound that 
leans more toward brain candy than indie 
rock, pirouetting in and out of surf, synth- 
pop and art rock. 

The dizzying list of musical compari¬ 
sons rouse a sense of pride in the lead 
singer; though he says they aren’t neces¬ 
sarily creating something that’s never 
been done before, he’s certain their music 
builds on originality. “I’m not trying to 
make oldies music or noise or experimen¬ 
tal music. I think that’s a really contrived 
dead end,” he says. “Islands have never 
tried to be genre-specific. We don’t make 
it easy on ourselves. But at the end of the 
day, when I‘m looking back on my work, 
I’d much rather be uncompromised vs. 
chasing a dollar.” 

If the album art is any indicator, con¬ 
formist dollars were the last thing on the 
front man’s agenda. Conceptualized by 
Thorburn, it depicts a disturbing yet visu¬ 
ally engaging still from the 1988 B-film 
Ozone: Attack of the Red Neck Mutants. 
The photo of a mutated head is a wild 
first impression for the collection of 
songs. Considering Thorburn’s lauded 
role in the British Columbian act the Uni¬ 
corns, as well as a side project featuring 
Michael Cera on bass, it’s no surprise he 
likes to keep things interesting. 

Just less than two years after the 
release of their previous effort, A Sleep 
and a Forgetting, Islands put out a new 
album on Sept. 17. The quick turnaround 


between the two gave way to some of 
the darkest subject matter in the group’s 
catalog. “Becoming the Gunship” offers 
a lush croon and a resonating chorus, 
and “Death Drive” toys with the Freud¬ 
ian theory of inevitable self-destruction. 
Sound deep? Ski Mask plunges further 
into the waters of Thorburn’s musical 
psyche with the pivotal track “Of Corpse,” 
on which the Canadian-born musician 
reaches a metaphorical turning point that 
echoes his entire attitude for the project. 

“Initially, I was the victim, being 
robbed by someone in a ski mask wearing 
a pretty dress,” he recalls. “But I decided 
to change the perspective of the narra¬ 
tor and become the assailant as opposed 
to the victim. I’ve been a victim for the 
past four albums, and now I’ve decided to 
become the criminal.” 

Aggressive language and curiously 
uplifting music counteract to reveal 
an all-encompassing sound that’s both 
catchy and haunting. Thorburn’s surge of 
empowerment arguably fuels his candid¬ 
ness regarding his state of mind. “I feel 
like I’m at a point where I don’t think I 
can necessarily keep making music in 
a vacuum; I need the give and take,” he 
says. “I’m working in the public, and I’m 
working with the listener. It’s a mutual 
arrangement; I need the symbiosis. I feel 
like we are putting these songs out with 
a level of risk. There’s something to lose. 

... I’m trying to make sure the music we 
make gets a fair shake.”

B efore they ever played a note together, 
Drinking Flowers had a bond—one 
fertilized by a shitty job. 

"We all worked at a fuckin' restaurant 
that we hated," says guitarist/lead vocalist 
Alex Galindo. "We wanted to make some 
loud music because we were disgruntled." 

The fondue joint in Mission Viejo where 
Galindo met the four other people in his 
band has since closed. But as long as 
Drinking Flowers—a psych-grunge outfit 
of twentysomething Costa Mesa natives— 
keep making music together, tales of the 
"cheesy, dumb, fake-nice restaurant" live 
on in their banter. 

Lately, they are relying less on 9-to-5 
jobs as they begin to make headway 
in LA's DIY psych-rock scene, which 
is brimming with gigs for the OC-born 
scrappers. Tapping from a mutual love 
of fuzz bands such as the Black Angels 
(from Austin, Texas) and SoCal faves the 
Warlocks and the Growlers, Drinking 
Flowers spun out their own take on the 
genre with a debut EP, released this sum¬ 
mer on Lolipop Records, an Echo Park 
label headed by Laguna Beach trans¬ 
plant Wyatt Blair (Mr. Elevator and the 
Brain Hotel, Feeding People). 

Titled Sanity Restored /n 1972, it is a ref¬ 
erence to Texas psychedelic forerunners 
13th Floor Elevators, "specifically when 
the singer Roky Erickson got arrested 
in the late-'60s for smoking reefer and 
was thrown into a mental ward," Galindo 
explains. "He escaped a couple of times, 
but after awhile, he was declared 'sane' 
in 1972." 

The sound is what you'd expect given 
the band's stated influences: gauzy guitar 


awash in reverb and fuzz, lots of effects 
on the vocals—and the vibe can sound a 
little pissed off at times. It's something that 
stems from Galindo's perpetual annoyance 
with his environs. "We're an angry band 
because that hip nihilism shit is in vogue," 
he says. "You know, just, like, being, like, 
ironic and having Internet humor and not 
caring about anything else." 

Six months ago, Galindo moved to LA 
with his girlfriend, bassist Jade Chris¬ 
tensen; guitarist Nick Grays now lives 
nearby, too. The move was a response 
to the band getting more serious. "The 
amount of people going out for shows 
on a regular basis is drastically differ¬ 
ent," Galindo says about the LA scene. "I 
mean, there are a lot of great bands and 
people who go out to shows in Orange 
County, but it's a lot harder to get yourself 
out there." 

He's stoked about how the band have 
progressed in the two years since they've 
begun writing music together. "When 
we were gigging around Santa Ana and 
Costa Mesa a few years ago, we were 
playing songs that were good but very 
exposed," Galindo says. "Maybe I'm 
overanalyzing, but I think our approach 
now to music is much more open-ended 
and much more directionless—it's more 
of a feeling and less of a sound. I think 
we're actually expressing it in some of 
our newer material." 

Drinking Flowers are currently in the 
midst of writing their follow-up, which they 
expect out sometime this winter. The plan 
is to release it on cassette instead of vinyl. 
"It's an unconscious yearning for authen¬ 
ticity, simplicity and innocent times," 
Galindo says, "before the world became 
overexposed and flattened into pixels."

Local Natives take a big step forward

W hen Taylor Rice, Kelcey Ayer, 
Ryan Hahn and Matt Frazier 
first moved into a Silver Lake 
house to record Local Natives’ debut 
album. Gorilla Manor, the idea they could 
one day be prepping for a headlining 
show at the Greek Theatre just a few 
miles up the road felt about as likely as 
winning the lottery 

‘T don’t think any of us expected to play 
there,” Hahn admits. “It’s definitely one of 
those places that just seemed out of reach.” 

Five years and two albums since they 
relocated to LA from their native Mission 
Viejo, Local Natives walked onto the stage 
of the historic Holl 5 rwood amphitheater 
and unleashed their salvo of airtight vocal 
harmonies along with the saccharine con¬ 
coction of layered guitar, polyrh 5 d;hms and 
foot stomping that made them famous. 
With the release of their well-received 
2013 sophomore effort. Hummingbird, at 
their back, the Sept. 13 homecoming show 
was certainly in order. 

“It’s definitely an incredible kind of 
milestone for us,” Hahn says. 

By this point in their career. Local 
Natives aren’t new to large crowds. The 
quartet—now touring with bassist Nik 
Ewing—has hit just about every big U.S. 
festival this year, including Coachella, 
Bonnaroo and Lollapalooza. Along the way, 
they’ve opened for such indie giants as 
Arcade Fire and the National, the latter of 
which led to an opportunity to work with 
Aaron Dessner on Hummingbird. 

“We’re all pretty proud of the amount 
of work we’ve put into this [record],” says 
Hahn, who maneuvers between guitar, key¬ 
boards and mandolin while sharing vocal 
duties with Rice (guitar/bass) and Ayer 
(keyboards/guitar/percussion). (Drummer 
Frazier is the only full-time member who 
doesn’t sing.) 

The success Local Natives have gar¬ 
nered, however, hasn’t come without 
heartache. A little more than a year after 


releasing Gorilla Manor, the band chose to 
part ways with bassist Andy Hamm. A few 
months later, more turmoil surfaced when 
Ayer’s mother abruptly passed away. 

“All these things were going incredibly 
well on one hand, but there were also a lot 
of heavier things we were going through,” 
Hahn explains. “I think we had to navigate 
that emotionally.” 

Hummingbird offered Local Natives a 
way to channel those emotions and, at the 
same time, take an entirely new approach 
to their songwriting process. 

“I think it would have been dishonest for 
us to try to write anything other than what 
we were going through,” Hahn continues. 
“For us, the record feels very cathartic.” 

Yet, as much as Local Natives didn’t want 
to repeat themselves sonically learning how 
to translate Hummingbird into something 
that could be played live for the masses cre¬ 
ated its own complications. When they met 
with Dessner in his Brooklyn studio last 
year to begin recording, “all we could really 
do is write a record that we were proud of,” 
Hahn says. “We wanted to feel like we were 
digging deeper and expanding ourselves— 
trying new things musically, but also being 
more direct and personal.” 

But when it came time to tour, the close- 
knit band were left trying to re-create 
much of the 11-track LP from scratch. 
“Those are the most volatile discussions we 
have, where the ugliest fights break out,” 
Hahn says. ‘When you play a song live, it’s 
a different experience.” 

Whatever creative differences there 
have been, none has comprised the friend¬ 
ship that Rice, Ayer and Hahn have shared 
since they met at Tesoro High School more 
than a decade ago. As with their harmo¬ 
nies, their chemistry has only improved 
with time.
